The speaker of this opening session was Dr. 


Harold G. Skilling who spoke on the topic, “The 
United Nations — An Appraisal After Ten 
Years.” Dr. Skilling pointed out that too much 
had been expected of the U.N. in the first place. 
It had been brought into a world of utter con- 
flict, not given enough power and yet had been 
expected to solve the problems of the world. He 
said that the U.N. could not guarantee peace 
but that without it, we should definitely be on 
the way to war now. Dr. Skilling received a 
standing ovation from the delegates. 

Almost immediately following this opening 
session the First Plenary Session was held. John 
Jarry of St. Johnsbury, Vermont presided over 
the General Assembly at this session. The 
Model U.N. Assembly of 1955 was begun with 
a Minute of Meditation. Then Secretary-Gen- 
eneral gave his report, the agenda was read, 
discussed and then adopted. 

Just before the Rotary Banquet there were 
organization meetings of the Standing Com- 
mittees. I attended the Economic and Financial 
Committee where we discussed that afternoon 
the problem of the International Control of 
Atomic Energy. The United States made a pro- 
posal, a plan whereby all nations would con- 
tribute to a common atomic stockpile. 

The evening’s entertainment was a public 
meeting at which Mr. S. O. Walker, District 
Governor, extended his greetings. He said that 
from what he had seen so far “it would perhaps 
he better for the United Nations in New York 
to model this Assembly rather than this Assem- 
bly modelling them.” Then Hon. Charles Grif- 
fin, Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
spoke to us on behalf of the State Governor. 
Mr. Abdul Mawgoud Hassan, the evening’s 
speaker was introduced and gave us a very 
informative talk. Mr. Hassan is permanent 
member of the delegation of Egypt to the U.N. 
He gave us Egypt’s views on different world 
problems and her position in the United Nations. 

Friday contained a very pressing schedule of 
committee meetings and Plenary Sessions. Then 
in the evening we all attended the Cafe Inter- 
national to which many people wore the cost- 
umes of the countries they were representing. 
It was truly a striking scene. 

On Saturday morning there were the closing 
meetings. The General Assembly that morning 
entertained the most heated discussion of the 
whole Assembly. It concerned the elimination 
of the Veto in the Security Council. Instead of 
being the usual controversy between democratic 
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nations and communist nations, this argument, 
begun by the Pakistan delegation’s proposal to 
limit the power of the Veto, ranged the large 
nations versus the small. 

There was a critique of the Assembly as a 
whole given by Mr. Charles Kinney and then 
with a Minute of Medidation, the Model Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations at Ply- 
mouth, N il. ior 1955 was adjourned.

This years Senior Football season, hamstrung 
by injuries and inexperience, nevertheless came 
ll P with two stellar victories which helped to 
dispel the gloom caused by a losing season. Al- 
together there were eight games, two of which 
were victories, five losses, and one a tie. 

The season began with a scrimmage game 
against Newport. The results were inconclusive 
- a 6-6 tie - due partly to the shortened play- 
ing time and partly to the mud, a bane through- 
out the season, but the experience was helpful. 
The next two Saturdays witnessed two more 
losses, 7-0 to the Old Boys - thanks in great 
measure to Lindsay Smith’s kicking — and 19-0 
at Bishop’s. 

The fourth game of the season was against 
Verdun High School. Verdun’s record in Mont- 
real Senior B ranks, previous to the contest, had 
been 3 wins and no losses. Furthermore they 
had outscored their opponents 72-0. Naturally 
Verdun were heavy favourites to win - except 
at Stanstead College. When they met the deter- 
mined Red and White squad, Verdun realized 
that past performances would be no help and 


they dug in. The game was close and often it 
seemed that victory was going to elude the 
grasp of the College crew. Injuries to Jimmy 
Smith and Graham Gatehouse threatened dis- 
aster but tbe players refused to leave the field 
until the job was done. 

Sonny Gleeson scored two touchdowns, Bob 
Stokes speeded for a third, and Wayne Boyd 
turned a neat pass into one more major. Boyd 
also kicked a convert. Verdun fought gamely 
and star Jerry Stevens crossed the goal line three 
times, while George Tsonas made all three con- 
verts.

This year the Senior Basketball team had a 
record of six wins and five losses. At first glance 
that may not seem too impressive but consider 
that against Canadian opposition the record is 
six wins against no defeats, and the true picture 
emerges. Realize further that six of the last 
eight games were victories and you can better 
understand what kind of squad this was. 


The team was assembled — quite literally — 
from every available source. Graham Gatehouse, 
Alex Philip, and Sydney Schwartz returned from 
last year’s squad. Malcolm Lewis and Wesley 
Barrett graduated from Junior ranks. St. Eus- 
tache provided Wayne Boyd, Ross Cameron, and 
Ronald Gleeson. From Granby came Brian 
Brown, and last year’s Visser Championship 
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Squad donated Jim Edward. 

The season started poorly. Hockey interfered 
with practice. It took time to grow accustomed 
to one another’s styles. New plays, and new 
defensive patterns had to be learned. Morale 
touched rock bottom in mid-February as Brigh- 
ton walked over our cagers 91-39 on our home 
court. It was the third straight loss— Derby had 
previously won 49-31 and 43-33. An easy win 
over Ayer’s Cliff in the zone championship failed 
to evoke much optimism. The team lost again 
to Brighton 92-48 but after that they seemed to 
hit their stride. Lewis, under the basket, was 
piling up points. Cameron was quickly becom- 
ing a dead shot from anywhere outside the 
bucket. Philip, Gatehouse, and Boyd were the 
plavmakers. Even the bench was power-packed. 

An all-star team from Sherbrooke paid two 
visits and lost both times. For almost the first 
time College rooters began to realize that here 
was a team of championship calibre. The Tues- 
day before the Visser saw the team battle North 
Troy on even terms for three quarters and lose 
finally 64-48 to the powerful American squad. 
Mr. Boswell and his team were ready. The team 
could run and it could score. The defence, 
which had been swiss cheese earlier in the year, 
was vastly improved and Mr. Boswell’s new 
defensive zone could well prove to be an ace in 
the hole. 

It did. Richmond was the first opponent and, 
paced by Ross Cameron who was an outstand- 
ing point-getter in the tournament, the College 
quintet won 48-27. Tough was the word for 
Lennoxville, the foes in the afternoon. Not 
tough enough however to turn back the well 


rounded team bearing the Stanstead standard. 
The score was 49-39. 

All that had gone before had been only a 
build-up for that final game. This was the third 
meeting of these two schools. Stanstead had 
won in 1953. Three Rivers were defending 
champions. Rumour had it that they were dead- 
ly on offence, not quite so good on defence. 
The rumours were only half right. From the 
opening whistle it was obvious that something 
was wrong with the famed marksmanship of the 
Trifluvians. While the Red and White offence 
performed efficiently the defending champions 
ran aground repeatedly on the College’s rock- 
like defence. By the half Stanstead had a com- 
fortable lead. At the three quarter mark the 
superlative conditioning of the Trifluvians began 
to tell and the question became which would be 
used first, the College lead or the playing time. 
Three Rivers pressed, but, where conditioning 
failed, guts and determination held and neither 
cramps nor disparity in height could daunt the 
College Cagers. The buzzer ended with Stan- 
stead ahead 44-39 and the Visser Trophy is 
once more at Stanstead. 

Before we close a special word of commenda- 
tion should be given to Ross Cameron. He 
scored 21 points against Three Rivers and was 
second to Kendell by only three points as the 
tournament high scorer. Also to Sonny Gleeson, 
Wes Barrett, Brian Brown, Jim Edward, and 
Svd Schwartz who provided the extra strength 
and the reserve power which was one of the 
decisive factors in winning the Visser Cham- 
pionship. They too gave their best and their 
best was good enough. 


JUNIOR BASKETBALL 


The Junior Basketball squad, under the coach- 
ing of Graham Gatehouse, played four games 
this year and won two. The first two games 
were parts of doubleheaders against Brighton 
and like their Senior counterparts, the Juniors 
lost both games. In the first game Brighton out- 
scored the home team in every quarter to win 
30-12. Osborne with 13, and Brooks with 10, 
were high-scorers while the best for Stanstead 
was Joe Setlakwe with two field goals for four 
points. In the return game, McVVain for Brigh-

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WOMAN’S PLACE IS STILL 
IN THE HOME 

Here in North America we are confronted 
with a problem. This problem comes as a result 
of one thing - the denial of the fact that wom- 
an's place is still in the home. We believe in 
equality, and thus women are considered on a 
par with men. But this assumption leads us to 
trouble. Young women who before used to be 
quite content getting married, and living a 
simple, tranquil life now desire much more. 
They leave the farms and small towns for the 
great centres of population. Every year thou- 
sands enter places like New York, Chicago, 
Detroit, New Orleans, Los Angeles, Toronto, 
and Montreal. Their purpose ? A career. The 
two main attractions are modelling and show 
business. But there is one catch. Honourable as 
these professions might be, not everyone wins 
recognition. The stars of movie fame are a very 
small percentage of the population of North 
America. So, many of our young hopefuls be- 
come disappointed. Wherever they go, they arc 
told the old line about getting a phone call, and 
that ends that. Now the troubles begin. Our 
young girls find themselves in the big cities — 
in a new, noisy, frightful world, their dreams 
dented. But still they hold on. Inspired by the 
success stories they hear everyday — they decide 
to stick to it out. So they take mediocre jobs. 
Often in the big cities you see them — young, 
pretty, intelligent, and educated, taking jobs on 
a level far below what they should have. They 
are all around you — waitresses, elevator oper- 
ators, usherettes, ticket collectors, photography 
girls, hat-check girls. They work at places where 
they might be noticed by somebody of import- 
ance. Always waiting for the big break. What 
a humdrum existence they lead ! At night they 
return to their shabby tenements, cook a taste- 
less meal, and read. Lonely, homesick, and un- 
happy they eke out a miserable living amid the 
clamour of city life, the noise, the confusion, 
the continuous hurry, hurry, hurry, to which 
they are not accustomed. Many of them get in 
the spirit of city life, and having nothing to do, 
go to extremes. They patronize night-clubs, 
bars, and restaurants. All the world’s vices are 
unfolded before them. Many, in their country- 
girl innocence become the prey of racketeers. 
And then there are narcotics. Dope thrives on 
despair — the despair of these young women 
with shattered dreams and ruined lives. 


We have too much of this to-day ! Too many 
of to-day’s women are bitter, cynical, hating the 
rest of the world. The successful ones are too 
career-minded to make good wives and stable 
citizens. We only need to look at Hollywood 
for an avid example of this. There we see greed, 
jealousy, despondency, unhappiness, and many 
other unpleasant sides of life. But in Hollywood 
you see the world’s wealthiest people, including 
the most successful caeer girls. Are they happy? 
As happy as they would be if they had a quieter 
life at home ? With very few exceptions they 
are not. And these are the successful ones. 
Marriage to them is a farce: bringing up chil- 
dren a lot of bother. 

How can humanity survive if this continues ? 
Family life is fast getting to be a thing of the 
past. Home life is a joke, because career-minded 
girls cannot be happy in marriage. We have 
more divorce cases now by far, than ever even 
remotely approached in previous times. That 
does the morals of our countries no good. This 
trend must be stopped.

PANAMA 

To you, my country Panama must seem a 
tropical jungle with coconut and palm trees, 
the immense ocean and the blue sky with savage 
Indians and wild animals. But really it is not. 
Surely it has its isolated places like many other 
countries, and animals and things of that nature, 
but the country and city' itself is as civilized and 
cultured as any other country in the North and 
South American continents. 

Now I will start by telling you a few import- 
ant details of the country. Panama, between 
two great continents, is an isthmus surrounded 
by two great oceans, the Atlantic and the Pacific. 
Columbia and Costa Rica bound it in the West 
and East respectively. In length the isthmus 
measures two hundred miles, and by width fifty. 
It is crossed from East to West by the Andes, 
geographically an extension of the Rockies and 
the Sierra Madre in Mexico. The climate is very 
warm. Sometimes it gets so unbearable that 
people have to keep parts of their homes air 
conditioned to get some relief when it gets very 
hot. But the nicest thing to do when it is like 
this is to get your bathing suit and go in for a 
nice dip in the ocean and let the tropical sun 
give you a crisp tan. Don’t you think that this 
must be better than staying at home ? You can 
imagine what a change it was for me to come 
up to Canada and spend the winter months up 
here while they are enjoying our dry season. 
But it was a pleasant change for me, for I never 
thought that I would ever have the opportunity 
of seeing snow and enjoying the winter sports. 
It truly was a happy experience. 

Panama’s winter, as we call it, is the rainy 
season which runs from the end of June until 
the middle of December, and the other months 
are our summer, which certainly is beautiful. 

A few words about history: Panama was dis- 
covered by Christopher Columbus, on his fourth 
voyage from Spain, on the 6th of January, 1503. 
This is where we got our national language. 
Panama became independent on the 28th of 
November, 1821, from Spain, but it voluntarily 
united itself to Colombia in this same year. This 
made many Panamanians decide to become 
independent, with self-government. This was a 
very heroic act and on the 3rd of November, 
1903, Panama became independent without any 
fighting. It has been a happy republic ever 
since. Every year we celebrate this day with 
great festivities, parades, and fire crackers, 
which leave the hearts of the people full of 
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great affection and patriotism for their country. 

The world-known Panama Canal was rented 
to the United States for ninety-nine years for an 
annual amount of $250,000 which later was 
raised to a sum of $400,000 annually and finally 
on February 2nd, 1955 it was raised to a much 
higher amount of $9,000,000. T his canal has 
been a great help for transport of things from 
one part of the world to another. It has helped 
commerce to advance five times more than it 
would by transporting products from one coun- 
trv to another by Cape Horn. And it also in- 
creases the importance of Panama, and also 
through this it has brought many more tourists 
and inhabitants to Panama. 

To conclude I would like to say that I hope 
that some day I will have the pleasure of seeing 
you there on a visit.
